S.O. 3513. —The Order made by the Delimitation Commission 
in respect of the delimitation of parliamentary constituencies in the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir, is hereby published :— 

ORDER 

Whereas clause (2) of article 81 of the Constitution of India as 
applied to the State of Jammu and Kashmir provides that there 
shall be allotted to the State six seats in the House of the People 
and that the State shall be divided into single member territorial 
constituencies by the Delimitation Commission in accordance with 
such procedure as the Commission may deem fit; 

And whereas the proposals of the Delimitation Commission for 
the delimitation of parliamentary constituencies in the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir were published on the 27th September, 1966

in the Gazette of India and in the Jammu and Kashmir Govern¬ 
ment Gazette: 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions received were 
considered at public sittings held at Srinagar on the 24th and 25th 
October, 1966 and at Jammu on the 27th and 28th October, 1966 : 

We hereby determine that the territorial constituencies into 
which the State of Jammu and Kashmir shall be divided for the 
purpose of elections to the House of the People and the extent of 
each such constituency shall be as shown in the following Table: —
